Subject : Export—rmport Policy 19*-97-Policy 
Relating to the import of Newsprint. 

F. No. IPC|4j5(245)(92-97|4010.~ Attention is, 
invited to the Export and Import Policy 1992-97 publi¬ 
shed under the Ministry of Commerce Public Notice 
No. l-ITC(PN)|92-97 dated the 31st March 1992. 
The item “Newsprint" is included in the Negative 
List of imports con'ained in Chapter XV of the 
Policy with the stipulation liat it shall be imported 
only against a licence or in accordance with a Public 
Notice issued in this behalf. The conditions for Import 
of newsprint arc set out in the following paragraphs. 

2. Imports shall be allowed for those who hold a 
“Certificate for Entitlement to Import Newsprint” 
issued by the Registrar of Newspapers for India 
(RNI), Government of India Ministry of Information 
and Broadcasting, New Delhi. 

3. The Actual User condition shall apply to the 
import of newsprint. The imported newsprint shall 
he used only for the publications of the newspaper 
for which the entitlement certificate has been issued 
by the RNI. The imported newsprint shall not be 
sold, loaned, transferred or disposed of in any other 
manner except with the prior permission in writing of 
the RNI. 

4. In the case of those newspapers whose annual 

entitlement is determined by the RNI to be more than 
200 metric tonnes of standard newsprint, the news- 
pa] 'ers shall be free to import standard newsprint on 
the condition that for every two metric tonnes of 
indigenously produced newsprint purchased by them, 
they will be entitled to import one metric tonne of 
standard newsprint. For this purpose, indigenously 
produced newsprint shall mean newsprint purchased 
from the mills listed in Schedule I of the Newsprint 
Control Order, 1962 as amended from time to time. 
Such newspapers shall submit quarterly returns to the 
RNI in the prescribed form, with a copy to the Chief 
Controller of Imports & Exports (CCI&E), for the 
quarters ending 30th June, 30th September, 31st; 
December and 31st March of each financial year with¬ 
in 30 days of the close of the quarter concerned. The 
returns shall be certified to be true and correct by a 
Chartered Accountant. The returns for the quarters 
ending 30th September and 31st March should dearly 
show that the purchase of indigenously produced 
newsprint was not less than twice the' quantity of 
the standard newsprint imported during the preceding 
six months, SCMO 
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5. ]n the case of those newspapers whose annual 
entitlement is dctcimincd by the RNI to be less than 
200 metric tonnes, the RNI shall issue an Annual 
Entitlement Certificate for import of standard news¬ 
print specifying the maximum quantity that the news¬ 
paper is allowed to import. If the quanity specified 
by the RNI is less than 50 metric tonnes, the news¬ 
paper concerned may import it in one or more instal¬ 
ments. df the quantity sepcificd by the RNI is more 
than 50 metric tonnes and upto 200 metric tonnes, 
the newspaper is allowed to import the permitted 
quantity in not less than two instalments. The first 
instalment shall cover only 50 per cent of the maxi¬ 
mum quantity allowed to be imported by the RNI. The 
newspaper shall submit a half-yearly return to the 
RNI in the prescribed form, with a copy to the 
CCI&E, indicating, inter alia, the regularity o!' publi¬ 
cation of the newspaper the number of copies pub¬ 
lished and the extent of consumption of the impor¬ 
ted riewspnnt. The return shall be certified by a 
Chartered Accountant to be true and correct. Based 
on the actual performance of the newspaper during 
the preceding six months the RNI shall issue another 
certificate of entitlement for the import of the second 
insalment of newsprint for the financial year concer¬ 
ned. Wilhin one month op the close of the financial 
year the newspaper shall submit a similar return to 
the RNI in the prescribed form, with a copy to the 
CCT&F. 


6. Without prejudice to any other action that may 
be taken, failure to submit the returns in time or sub¬ 
mission of false information or unauthorised use or 
disposal of imported newsprint shall disqualify the 
newspaper concerned for future import entitlement 
certificates. 

7. The glazed newsprint shall be imported only by 
tiio.se periodicals which are regularly published and 
wnieh have multi-colour printing requirements. Such 
periodicals shall hold a certificate of entitlement to 
import glazed newsprint issued by the RNI. The 
maximum quantity of glazed newsprint that a perio¬ 
dical may import in a financul year shall be speci¬ 
fied in that certificate by the RNI. The periodical 
shall submit an annual return in the prescribed form 
to the RNI, duly certified by a Chattered Accountant, 
with a copy to the CCI&E, wi hin one month of the 
close of the financial year. 

8. Authenticated copies of the entitlement certi¬ 
ficates mentioned in the pr'ecedmg paragraphs shall 
be produced before the customs authorities at the 
time of import of the newsprint. 

y. The newspapers may import the newsprint 
d rectly by themselves or through a newsprint hand¬ 
ling agent authorised by them. 

10. This has been issued in public interest.
